Dear Sir,— 

In the city papers, of Tues- 
day the views of a member 
of the staff of this Univer- 
sity were set fortii for all to see. In 
Wednésday's DaUy the views of Mr. 
Nesbltt on this speech were expressed 
with equal frankness. In Thursday's 
Daily two correspondents, who slatîè 
that they favour free speech and tol- 
erance, classified isi. Nesbitt's let^r 
as "cheap abuse.'' 

To us, free speech at its best i? In- 
compatible with tolerance, since two 
peojile, with strongly opposed view- 
points, cannot speak with complete 
frankness ^nd still remain complo'vCly 
tolérant. Mr. Forsey's speech Estâ 
forth one man's views; Mr.. Nesbl'.t's 
letter openly declares the oppwite. 
This would seem to be free speech at 
its biest. 

Having disposed of this point, wc 
now propose to indulge in a little ff^f 
speech of our own. » 

Communistic govei?fuient has dow 
very little for the backward and ignor- 
ant peoples of Russia. It has taught 
numbers of them to r^ad atid write, 
but what consolation is that to a semi- 
starved nation? The family as we 
know It does not exist, and morals are 
at a low ebb. Financially and hidustrl- 
aily, the n}uch-yàuhted five yoir plan 
and its f eUbroMaye apractlcallv col- 
lapsed, andray^^wn^^ the remainder 
of the world (by which* we 'mean' the 
civilized portions) will have aisUttle as 
possible to do with this supposedly en- 
lightened people. 

In 'the capitalistic world we haye 
s^ife and dièeord, deprM8}on|^|fi| 
côuragément. But leading mén'^vei^^^ 
where' are trying their utmost to effect 
a solution of the present state of af- 
fairs. In the meantime, the great ma- 
jority 'of. tJjpse affeisted by *he con- 
djtlotJs of today are ^everywhere be- 
ing at least fed and housed either by 
government or private agencies. The 
general standard of Uvlng Is. inf hiitély 
superior to that of Russia. There '|s' 
^ar mpre ^"^ ^ flg^ohxyof action and 
speech, and'fwnyr'^^réfore, 'do sup- 
posedly learned theorists go about 
Pfilnting glowing pictures of the bene- 
fits pf life and government and policy 
in a country which is manifestly worse 
off than those outside it? v 

with such limited space at our dis- 
posal, it Is obviously hnposslble to 'set 
forth a detailed discussion of this 
qiieatlon. We have, however, adhered 
to the tfnets of .free speech In. stat- 
ing our views. .H'
